John J. Kain, for­ 
merly Bishop of W heeling, in his stead, 
will effectually retire Archbishop Ken­ 
nels from all rights, titles aud privileges 
obtaining to the archbishopric of St. 
I/lins. 
ru d e r supplementary instruc­ 
tions eipected from the propaganda an 
urtlor will come to provide a fitting an 
uuity for him out of the resources of the 
archdiocese. 
Though a m atter of urgent necessity, 
the compulsory retirem ent of the veiler 
able 
m etropolitan (*omes as a rude 
nhockjto the Catholics of his diocese 
Archbishop Kenrich was in no sense 
provincial. 
His attitude at the vatican 
council, declariug agaiut the dogmas of 
papal infallibility, and the im m aculate 
conception gained him a world wide 
reputation aud involved him in contro­ 
versies w ith the greatest theologians 
within and w ithout his church. 
His attitude at the conclave begot 
him the unending opposition of the 
authorities at Rome. 
This feeling has 
cropped out frequently, notably in the 
removal to Philadelphia of Archbishop 
Kyitu. 
whom 
Archbishop 
H enries 
w ished to he his successor. 
Ninoe that 
time there has Isven an unbroken silence 
between the metropolitan of Ht "Louis 
aud his ecclesiastical superiors at Home. 
The deposition of retirem ent ft* Arch­ 
bishop Kenriok is the resnlt of a peti­ 
tion to the propaganda, setting forth his 
mental incapacity aud the dangerous 
Cond it iou of the business affairs of the 
diocese 
Archbishop K enrick’s mental infirm 
ity displayed itself in the form of a vio­ 
lent opposition to his coadjutor. 
He re- 
girded him as an interloper and refused 
at times to eat at the same table or sit 
iii the same room with him. 
He was 
persistent in ids refusal to transact bus­ 
iness m atters suggested to him by his 
assistant. 
The situation was intolera 
hie from a business standpoint, and 
Archbishop Kain was forced to appeal 
for help to Rome 
As a resnlt of the petition the propa­ 
ganda commissioned Archbishop Ryan 
of Philadelphia, the man who most of 
all others knew the old archbishop and 
shared his affection, to come to Ht. lands 
and report on his mental condition. 
l|T he archbishop of Philadelphia carne 
Fiore one mouth ago aud tried by every 
means in his power to get his venerable 
superior to so adjust his affairs that his 
retirement conia be avoided 
But the 
old archbishop was stubborn. 
He re­ 
fused to make a will or to transfer his 
trusteeship of church property to his 
successor. 
There 
was 
nothing 
for 
Archbishop Ryan to do but to report to 
Home that the archbishop was unfit to 
conduct the affairs of the diocese. 
The propaganda was not long in act­ 
ing 
But Archbishop Kain, fearful lest 
the hot w eather would carry off the old 
archbishop before Rome acted and leave 
the affairs of the diocese in a precarious 
condition, filed the local legal proceed­ 
ings to remove the archbishop from the 
trusteeship of church property. 
The 
proceedings will now in all probability 
‘Sp..', as there is no further neaessity 
for pushing them. 
The proceedings 
had hardly been filed when Archbishop 
Kain received word from Rome that 
his superior had laten deponed and he 
was the new archbishop of St. Louis.

Ho far the only person known to have 
j been killed is Robert Cooley, the young 
man who was in charge of the boat.

man named George Mulin. working at 
the Parkersburg mill, saw the boat go­ 
ing up the Kanawha. 
In au instant 
their was nothing left of either boat or 
man 
Cooley’s home was in Pittsburg, 
and he has U-en down here several 
times la»fore with explosives 
At the churches prayers were offered 
in thanks for the miraculous Moapa*. 
While there was intense excitement. 
the number of seriously wounded is not 
half a dozen. 
There was no fire except 
a slight blaze at the Parkersburg mill, 
soon extinguished.

“ I suppose you sometime* see some 
fearful sight* in wtecks, 
said a re­ 
porter to a veteran deep -ca diver. 
• •Yes, but 'on g«f used to 'em when 
yon have tr-en in the business long 
When I first started diving. I was sent 
down to repeat a wreck. 
Nobody was 
•upi*>*! o f* Ii ive been drowned xx hen 
q u, vessel w* tit down, but when I went 
Into title 'at.in the first thing I suw was 
the Im sly of a man seated at the table. 
The water w as very Hear and magnified 
him until he looked about four times 
his natural size. His hand was upon the 
shoulder of a little boy, who was sitting 
on Ids knee. 
It was my first experience 
with dead bodle*, and it gave me a 
shock. 
Now I don’t mind 'em at a IL 
Most of tile tales you bear about groups 
of dead people * ittin round quite natural 
ill a cabin are lies. A body w ill rise aft­ 
er is'iug in the w ater a couple of wis-ks 
and D* found floating up against the 
ceiling. 
When they have their legs un­ 
der a table, they sometimes sit rigid 
where they are until their bodies decay 
away, because they are held down by tile 
fable, which 1* usually screwed to the 
floOt. 
“ An English diver I knew once had a 
pretty naut.''experience w ith sharks. He 
was diving in a wreck which had been 
loaded w ith live cattle. 
When she had 
been dows at the bottom for a mouth 
or so. the bodies of the cattle became 
light and floated up against tho hatch­ 
way* 
As si ion as he started tho after 
batch, the cattle began to float out and 
up to the surface of the water. 
The lo­ 
cality was infested w ith sharks, and 
they soon began to gather round tile 
hatchway, grabbing the cattle as they 
came oat and following them np to the 
surface, 
fighting 
among themselves. 
Some of the cattle bad been tied, and 
they floated out as far as their ropes 
would allow. Th** sharks gathered round 
them and began to tear them to pieces. 
Pretty soon they began to tight, and poor 
Marsh—that was his name—was afraid 
to go up for fear Ii** might be attacked 
and afraid to stay down because one 
snap of a shark’s mouth would have 
severed iii* air hose In a twinkling. He 
gave tile signal to t>e hauled up in a 
hurrv and went tuff among the school 
of sharks and through them. 
Ingoing 
through a shark snapped a t him and 
took off his rigid hand, so thai In* had 
to gix*e up the business. ’’ 
“ W hat’s the narrowest escape yon 
ever had?” 
“ Well, about the closest shave that I 
remember was when I was putting some 
copper on a steam er's bottom w hile she 
xvas in dock. 
I took some plates down 
xvith me aud did some xvork on oui* *ide 
of the hull, after which I wanted to put 
some plates on the other side. The ves­ 
sel was about three fi***t off the bottom. 
I crawled underneath, dragging some 
plates after me. When I hail been xvork- 
ing for some time, I noticed my air xvas 
gi fting short, so I w ent to try to get 
under the keel again to be hauled up. I 
found the steamer nearly on the bottom 
anil squeezing my air hose between her 
keel and the ground. The tide was giv­ 
ing out, and siie had gradually rank un­ 
til she xviii almost aground. 
I had for 
gotten all about the tide, and when I 
pulled tho hose I found it would not 
budge an inch. 
I can tell yon scared is 
no word for how I felt. 
“ If the bottom had been soft, it would 
not have mattered so much, but it was 
rock, and the hose was gripped like a 
vice. There wa* nothing to do but xvait. 
If she fell any lower, the air would tie 
entirely shut off, and I would simply 
have to die. 
You can bet I shall never 
forget those few minutes when I was 
w aiting to st*© whether she rose or fell. 
My head felt as though it was bursting 
and my nose and ears began to bleed. 
Presently I felt the air getting a little 
fresher 
I blok heart, and soon she be­ 
gan to rise xvith the turn of the tide. 
There xvas plenty of tim e for me to get 
my nerve hack before she was high 
enough off tho bottom for me to crawl 
under. 
I didn’t got it back, however, 
but just stood there trem bling until I 
couId squeeze under her bottom and giro 
the signal to he hauled up. 
For weeks 
after that I was a sick man, and my 
hearing has never been right since. 
“ Sometimes,especially in tropical xys­ 
ters, the bottom of the sea is a lox'ely 
sight. 
I have seen a forest of kelp and 
seaweed gently waving xvith the tide 
which looked like fairyland. 
The dim 
light and the bright colored fish darting 
about make it look all the more beauti­ 
fu l 
A bit of seaweed on land does not 
amount to much, but if you see a regu­ 
lar forest of it growing it looks very dif­ 
ferent. 
“ lf you stand still for a minute, the 
fish will swim all around you and ex­ 
amine you just as a lot of human beings 
would look at some strange animaL At 
the slightest movement they whisk their 
tails and not a living thing is to he seen. 
“ It takes the life out of a man some­ 
how, diving does, and I never knew a 
diver xvho did much smiling. 
They tire 
all rather grave, sober faced m en.” — 
New York Tribune. 


Conntituent Fart* of a Cord of Wood. 
A cord of fairly seasoned wood weighs 
about 4,000 pounds. 
If subjected to a 
heat of between 700 and 800 degrees it 
resolves into three distinct products— 
charcoal, pyroligueous acid and gases. 
In order to properly bring this change 
about it is necessary to place the wood 
in a kilu and apply the beat gradually 
for four or five days. At the end of that 
time the residue w ill be l.OOOpounds of 
charcoal, 2,000 pounds of pyroligueous 
acid aud 1,000 pounds of uncondensed 
gases 
The aggregate weight of these 
products is exactly equal to the original 
weight of the wood. —St Louis Repub 
lie.
